While the House conferees were 80 
pleased at the bright outlook, their Sena-

TIEN TSIN, July $1.—({By Asiatic Cable.) 
A naval battle was fought yesterday be- 
tween the Ohinese and Japanese fleets. 
The Japanese sank the Chinese warship 
Chen-Yuen. Two large cruisers, supposed 
to be vessels built for China by Arm- 
strong, were captured or destroyed. The 
Chen-Yuen was a battle-ship of 7400 tons 
| displacement, carying 14%-inch and .com- 
pound armor at the water Mine. The bat- 
‘ery included four 12-inch guns, protected 
by armored breastworks, and two smaller 
Krupps; eleven Hotchkiss cannon . and 
tubes for Whitehead torpedoes; two 8%- 
inch and 6-inch Krupps and a secondary 


battery of Hotchkiss revolving cannon. |

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

The battle was hotly ted but the 
Japanese appear to have hand!cd their 
‘guns, ships and torpedoes with more skill 
than the Chinese. The Chinese vessels 
carried altogether

with the crew. 


The news of the battle was received here 


by private telegrams from Tien-Tsin. If 
the report is true, of which there is little 
doubt, it means an end -has been put to 


China's fighting upon the seas. The Chan 


Yuen’ must have started from Takau after 
leaving the Chinese transports there. 

The two Chinese cruisers supposed to 
have been captured or destroyed during the 
engagement which ended so fatally for the 
Chan-Yuen, are the Chin-Yuen and the 
Foo Ching. The Chin-Yuen was a pro- 
tected cruiser built at Emswick, England. 
She had a displacement of 2300 tons. Her 
armament consisted of three 
Krupps and two 6-inch Armstrongs, pro- 
tected by splinter-proof shields; 8-pounder, 
rapid-firing Hotchkiss guns, 6 Gatling and 
four torpedo tubes. The Foo Ching was 
also an English-built, protected cruiser, 
very much similar to the Chin-Yuen. She 
had a displacement of 2500 tons, was built 
of steel in 1890 and carried ten guns of 
about the same caliber as those carried 
by the Chin-Yuen. | 

A REPULSE AT YASHAN. 

SHANGHAI, July 31.—It is reported to- 
day that the Japanese forces attacked the 
Chinese position at Yashan on Friday and 
Saturday last. The Japanese, it is said, 


were repulsed with heavy loss. e ol 


nese loss was trivial. 
A JAPANESE STATEMENT. 

YOKOHAMA, July 31.—The following 
statement of the difficulties between China 
and Japan has been issued by the Japanese 
government: “Japan and China were ap- 
proaching a settlement of their difficulties, 
when suddenly China suggested that Japan 
withdraw her fleet from Corea and give 


formal compliance with Chinese demands 


by July 20, otherwise the whole of the 
Chinese forces were to make an advance. 
The Japanese regarded this as an ulti- 
matum, but, acting under the advice of 
friendly powers, amended the form at the 
same time declaring that if the threatened 
Chinese advance was made on July 20 it 
would be regarded as an overt act.“ 

It is conjectured that the Japanese com- 
-manders were instructed to be on the 
watch for Chinese warships and, seeing the 
latter advancing on July 27, opened fire. 
The Japanese do not believe the Kow 
Shung, the Chinese transport sunk by the 
Japanese cruiser, was flying the British 
flag, but were using the flag as a ruise. 
The Japanese indignantly deny the charges 
of brutality brought against the officers 
and crew hich sank the Chinese transport. 

INTPRRUPTED COMMUNICATION. 

WASHINGTON. July 31.—The State De- 
partmeht is seriously concerned at the 
lack of official news at this critical juncture 
from China and Japan, nothing having 
been received from our representatives in 
those countries since the brief dispaten of 
Sunday from the charge d' affaires at 
Peking, stating that hostilities had broken | 
out and that war was inevitable.

Testimony of the President of the Citizens

DENVER, July 31.—One result of the 
late warlike strike at Cripple Creek is the 
organization of a band of robbers who 
have been terrorizing the country in the 
immediate neighborhood and the outbreak 
of trouble more bloody than the recent 
strike is among the possibilities.

‘Neglected of American Citizenship. 


LOS ANGELES, July Gb the Fal- 
tor of The Times) Apropos of thé ‘agita- 
tion, political and otherwise, that has been, 
and is now sweéping over the country, it 
behooves American citizens to familiarize 
themselves with their rights privileges and 
duties as such. Whenever any member 
of a community has established his rep- 
~ gre as a peaceable, law-abiding, — 

necessary, law. entoreing member 
r, he is generally accredited with 
having conformed to the main require- 
ments of American citizenship.. So prev- 
alent and apparent is the tendency to 
such belief that its effect is noticeable 
by the failure of thousands of reputable 
citizens to take active part or interest in 
local, State or national polities, thus in- 
differently waiving their right of suf- 
frage (80 long as it does not affect them 
individually) by neglecting to t their 
vote at any and all elections. It is not 
uncommon to hear intelligent and other- 
Wise useful citizens operily express a con- 
tempt for politics generally, and local 
ease in particular, thus, in the latter 

ignoring the opportunity free to all 
eligible 4 of having a voice, and 
a personal influence over those affairs, 
the good or corrupt management of which 
directly concerns them. It is a popular 
belief with this class of passive citizens 
that. municipal governments in particular 
are mainly controlled by, and run by, cor- 
rupt men, nominated and supported by 
the ignorant and vicious element, which 
never fails to take active part in politics 
whenever and wherever opportunity offers. 


Such a condition, where it exists, is |. 


mainly due to the said reputable citizen, 
who, likes the Pharisee old, rolls up 
his eyes in affected. horror and shuns 
association with, and an imaginary ton- 
tamination by, personal contact with the 
corrupt and on class; refuses to 
attend caucuses and primaries (supposed 
hotbeds of iniquity,) and, in thousands of 
instances, takes a neutral stand by re- 
fusing to identify himself with any party, 
or to cast his ballot in any case. 

this class more, perhaps, than from an- 
other, emanates the most frequent and 
loudest complaints. against the corrupt 


status of politics, a status which, by their’ 


own selfish indifference, they have helped 
to establish, and, in times of a political 
crisis, engaging universal attention, they 
pose as calamity shriekers, and, like birds 


-of evil omen, portend dire calamities and 


destruction to the existing government.
